Constantinople,  Wednesday.  —  The  French 
Embassy  has  addressed  a  Note  to  the  Porte  inti¬ 
mating  that  unless  the  settlement  of  the  claims  of 
French  subjects  for  losses  suffered  during  the  plunder- 
which  accompanied  the  masgacres  of  Armenians 
i™„.ancin0pje  and  Anatolia  be  concluded  before 
prox.,  the  date  for  the  payment  to  Turkey  of 
last  instalment  of  the  Greek  war  indemnity,  the 
f  ranch  Government  will  place  an  embargo  on  that 
instalment.  On  the  same  day  the  Italian  Embassy 
made  a  verbal  declaration  to  the  Porte,  demanding 
the  settlement  of  the  Italian  demands. 

The  matter  is  now  before  the  Council  of  Ministers, 
t  is  believed  that  the  Porte  will  propose  a  Com- 
m  to  investigate  th§  various  claims.  It  is,  how- 
.  doubtful  whether  the  two  Embassies  would 
agree  to  such  a  Commission,  as  it  would  mean  the 
’  [definite  postponement  of  a  settlement. 

.The  French  claims  amount  to  1,050. 000f.,  and  those
